Oath of Office To Be 
Taken by New Justice 
Today; ‘Dixie’ To Serve 
Only Till Spring Ballot. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—(7)— 
Governor Bibb Graves, of Ala- 
bama appointed his wife, Dixie 
Bibb Graves, today to succeed 


Hugo L. Black as senator from 
Alabama. 

The Governor announced Mrs. 
Graves’ appointment immediately 
after Black tendered his resigna- 
tion from the senate. 

Mrs. Graves will serve only 
temporarily. The Governor called 
a special election for next April 
26 to name ae senator to (fill 
Black’s unexpired term, which 
ends in January, 1939. 

Neither Will Run. 

He said Mrs. Graves would not 
be a candidate, and that the Ala- 
bama constitution barred him 
from the race. 

The state Democratic committee, 
he said, will call a special pri- 
mary some time after February 1 
to nominate a candidate for the 


» April 26 election. 


Graves said that imm iately 
after the primary he would ap- 
point the Democratic nominee. to 
the senate to succeed Mrs. Graves. 

Senator John H, Bankhead, who 
became Alabama’s senior senator 
with Black’s resignation, said he 
would present Mrs. Graves’ cre- 
dentials to the senate tomorrow 
and ask that she be sworn in im- 
mediately. 

The Governor explained in a 
formal statement he wished to 
guard against giving any candi- 
date the advantage of being the 
incumbent in next year’s primary. 

Dixie Well Qualified. 

“In my judgment,” the state- 
ment concluded, “Dixie Bibb 
Graves is in all respects best fit- 
ted to serve in this ad interim ap- 
pointment and to carry out the 
policies above mentioned.” 

Mrs. Graves, 55 years old, is 
known in Alabama as an effec- 
tive campaigner for her husband, 
although she has never been a 
candidate. 

She will be the fourth woman 
to. serve in the senate, all of them 
from the south. Mrs. Hattie 
Caraway, of Arkansas, is the only 
one now serving. 

The Governor’s choice of an 
election date opens the way for 
Alabama congressmen to seek the 
senate vacancy without resigning 
from the house. Five were con- 
sidered likely candidates—Lister 
Hill, of Montgomery; Frank W. 
Boykin, of Mobile; Henry B. Stea-

The largest single sale of text- 
books to the state by a Georgia 


school system was consumated yes- 
terday when Governor Rivers sign- 
ed a check for $103,790.13 to cover 
school department purchases from 
the city of Atlanta. 

The sale, part of the new admin- 
istration’s plan to furnish free 
text books to Georgia’s 800,000 pu- 
pils in state-supported elementary 
and high schools, involves approx- 
imately 175,000 school books now 
owned by the Atlanta school de- 
partment. The books, used by 
grades from one to 11, will remain 
in the Atlanta schools. 

State school*department officials 
said they expected to deliver the 
$105,790.13 check to representa- 
tives of the Atlanta schools today. 

Requisition Approved. 

Requisitions for the purchase of 
the Atlanta books had already 
been approved as the State Board 
of Education approached the end 
of its many lengthy sessions buy- 
ing books. Still to be announced 
are lists of agreements to purchase 
texts from 72 companies bidding on 
the 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 books 
costing approximately $2,000,000 
which will be placed in Georgia 
schools this year. 

Governor Rivers said the state 
board hopes to end its meetings to- 
day, but last night there was no 
indication of possible action on 
proposals by the Governor to buy 
Bibles for every school student in 
Georgia.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—(>}— 
By a strange campaign of “pas- 
sive resistance,” southerners in the 
house of representatives buried the 
administration’s wage and hour 
bill deeper than ever tonight in 
the dusty files of congress. 

Advocates of the. labor stand- 
ards bill called a caucus of Demo-

But when the roll was called to 
open the meeting many southern- 
ers—and some others—refused to 
answer to their names. They sat 
with their lips grimly closed—or 
strolled in the corridors outside.

Severance Believed Nazi- 
Engineered Prelude to 
Czechoslovakian Putsch. 


LONDON, Aug. 19.—(4)—Por- 
tugal’s one-sided severance of dip- 
lomatic relations with Czechoslo- 
vakia became a red flag tonight 
for the suspicions of all Europe. 

Czechs, in Praha, their capital,

Bake in a hot oven (425 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for 30 minutes, or un- 
til just set. 

Grapefruit Chiffon Pie. 

One tablespoon gelatin, 1-4 cup 
water, 1-2 cup sugar, 4 egg yolks, 
1-2 cup canned grapefruit juice, 4 
egg whites, 1-2 cup sugar, 1 cup 
canned grapefruit sections. 

Soak the gelatin in cold water. 
Beat egg yolks until light, add 1-2 
cup sugar and grapefruit juice. | 
Continue beating until very light. 
Place in top of double boiler and 
cook until of creamy consistency. 
Add soaked gelatin and dissolve. 
Cool, then fold in the stiffly-beat- 
en egg whites to which the other 
1-2 cup sugar has been added. Fill 
a baked pie shell and chill, Serve 
topped with a thin layer of whip- 
ped cream and the grapefruit sec- 
tions arranged on top. Will fill 
an 8-inch pie shell. 

Banana Cream Pie. 

One and 1-2 cups milk, 1-4 cup 
sugar, 1-4 teaspoon salt, 3 table- 
spoons flour, 1 egg yolk, 1 table- 
spoon butter, 1-4 teaspoon vanilla 
extract or 1-2 teaspoon lemon ex- 
tract, 1 9-inch pie shell (baked 
pastry, corn flake or gelatin crack- 
er), 4 bananas, whipped cream or 
meringue. 

Scald one cup of the milk over 
hot water: Mix together the sugar, 
salt and flour. Add 1-2 cup of coid 
milk slowly, stirring until mix- 
ture is smooth. Stir into hot milk. 
Cook until thickened, stirring con- 
stantly. Cover and let cook for 
about three minutes. Stir a little 
of the hot milk mixture into the 
egg yolk, and add this to the hot 
mixture. Cook one minute longer. 
Add butter and flavoring. Allow 
mixture to cool. Fill pie shell with 
alternate layers of sliced bananas 
and cooled filling. Top with whip- 
ped cream or meringue. Makes one 
9-inch pie. 

Grapefruit Pie. 

One-fourth cup grapefruit juice, 
1 cup granulated sugar, 2.table-

Add peaches as filling for 
each layer and replace as a whole 
cake. Add sugar and vanilla to 
cream and spread over top and 
sides of the cake. Chill one hour.

nique, 

ince all communications be- 
tween the housewife and the milk- 
man are carried on via the milk 
bottle, housewives wishing to in- 
crease their milk order, or cut off 
the milk supply while fami! y takes 
a vacation to the mountains, are 
urged to write legibly and place 
the note in the top of the bottle 
just far enough that the milkman, 
in his early morning dilemma, 
will not have “to fish around” too 
long in order to ‘get it. 

“Minor Problem.” 

“This is just one of the minor 
problems of our industry,” said 
C. L. Wood, president of the Geor- 
gia Dairy Association at its semi- 
annual meeting held yesterday. 
They will convene again at 10 this 
morning for discussion of tax 
questions. 

“The milkman should be eulo- 
gized for his patience,’ said Mr. 
Wood. “Many times the wrath of 
the housewife is vented upon him.

Cholera Epidemic 


Spreads in China. 

HONG KONG, Aug. 19.—(P)— 
Enough vaccine to innoculate 
250,000 persons was rushed here 
tonight by airplane and steamer 
to combat a cholera epfdemic that 
has caused almost 200 deaths 
along the south China coast. 

The spreading plague created a 
new peril for thousands of Asi- 
atic, British and other refugees 
fleeing the war danger in north- 
ern China.

Shanghai. 

Cases Increasing. 

Outbreaks of the disease occur- 
red here and on the mainland at 
Macao, a Portuguese colony, and

' Health officers said the number 
of cases was increasing at an 
alarming rate and broadcast fran- 
tic appeals for anti-cholera vac- 
cing. * 

They said it might be necessary 
to isolate this port against incom- 
ing shipping and to quarantine 
vessels already in the harbor. 

There have been 101 deaths in 
Hong Kong in the past two weeks. 
Eighty-two of 136 reported vic- 
tims died last week and 19 the 
week before. Eos 

The epidemic took 35 lives .in 
Macao and 32 in Canton, ° the 
League of Nations Health Bureau 
reported from statistics which 
brought the record up only - until 
last Saturday. 

Vaccine Rushed. 

The vaccine was shipped from 
Singapore, British straits . settle- 
ment colony, to supplement. 600 
pounds of the serum sent here on 
China National Airways Corpora- 
tion ‘planes just before the out- 

eak of the Shanghai fighting a 
week ago. 

The serum from Singapore, it 
was believed, would amount to 
more than 300 quarts. Some of it 
was sped: there from Bandoeng, 
Dutch East Indies. .

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THE REHOUSING PROBLEM 

Both senate and house have enacted the 
Wagner housing bill, calling for a federal ex- 
penditure of more than half a billion dollars 
in financing low-cost housing projects to re- 
place the sub-standard living quarters now 
provided for the least-privileged population 
groups in both urban and rural areas. 

The measure now goes to a joint commit- 
tee for ironing out of differences injected by 
amendments to the original bill. After these 
diverse opinions are reconciled the President 
‘will sign the bill, which is part of the ad- 
ministration-sponsored program of legislation. 

While no one will deny there are large seg- 
ments of the population who are inadequately 
housed, it is, under available data, impossible 
to guess what proportion of the total popula- 
tion constitutes the helpless victims of city 
slums and rural hovels. 

President Roosevelt has repeatedly stated 
that one-third of the total population is ill- 
housed, but he offers no authoritative figures 
to support that charge. 

- The United States Department of Labor has 
set up certain standards as a measur~ 
ing rod for proper, decent housing. These 
standards specify certain equipment each 
‘home should include, such as stoves, refrigera- 
tors, bathrooms, etc., of definite quality rat- 
ings. Sanitation provisions and the amount of 
cubic feet of room space to each individual are 
likewise given minimum requirements. ; 

Recently, in Philadelphia, a.survey of the 
lowest income groups among industrial work- 
ers was made to verify or disprove the ac- 
curacy of the claim that one-third of the peo- 
ple are not decently housed. Using the De- 
partment of Labor standards, it was found that 
only one-seventh of the families surveyed failed 
to come up to those specifications. 

It was found, further, that a large propor- 
tion of the one-seventh could be properly 
‘housed if they would spend on better housing 
conditions the money they are now spending 
on unnecessary luxuries. 

It was thus shown, in Philadelphia at least, 
that the proportion of dwellers in undesirable 
slum tenements is far lower than has been 
charged and that even among the most wretch- 
edly housed in the city a considerable number 
are there by their own choice, electing to en- 
joy expensive luxuries rather than to live in 
better and necessarily more expensive homes. 

It would seem advisable to check on the 
vses of income made by the proposed bene- 
ficiaries of the government rehousing expendi- 
tures before deciding they are worthy recip- 
ionts of this bounty, paid for by the taxpayers’ 


money. 


A DIFFICULT POLICY 


The announced determination of the Euro-' 


pean powers to keep “hands off” in the Sino- 
Japanese conflict may be too difficult, before 
the whole story is told, to keep. There are too 
many interests at stake and there is too much 
European capital invested to lend strength to 
the hope that other nations may not become 
embroiled in the struggle. 

Japan, undoubtedly, has for many years 

cast envious eyes on the rich prize of the port 
receipts of Shanghai, a prize in which Britain, 
France, Germany and other nations now share. 
There is serious doubt that those powers would 
stand idly by and permit Tokyo to seize for its 
own benefit alone such a valuable concession 
as the port of Shanghai. 
. Japan sought this objective in the abortive 
attempt of 1932. She was, at that time, re- 
strained from consummation of her objective. 
Tt is unlikely that, on this later attempt, the 
Japanese will bow to any will other than su- 
perior force which would deprive them of that 
for which they are now fighting. 

As for the United States, there is no reason 
why America should be involved at all. The 
American government has no investment, no 
interests whatever in Shanghai. There are 
heavy American investments, but they are by 
private business and have been made with full 
knowledge of the situation. There is no reason 
why Washington should, at the risk of em- 
broiling the nation, protect the private enter- 
prises of American citizens in a strife-torn 
foreign land. 

Washington has given orders for the evac- 
uation of all American citizens in the Shanghai 
areas. Means to remove them all from the 
danger zone are being provided. 

‘ Any individuals who stay within range of 
the war will do so entirely at their own risk. 
Ii they refuse to leave and meet disaster it will 
be an individual responsibility and this nation 


‘will not endanger its neutrality over the un- .

While, in the present jittery condition of 
international affairs in Europe, the determina- 
tion of the German secret police that no stran- 
gers shall take pictures of their military forti- 
fications is understandable, those same secret 
agents should be well enough informed to dis- 
tinguish between American schoolboys on .a 
holiday and Belgian spies. 

That boys such as young Akers and J. Raw- 
son Haverty, another Atlantan in the party, 
should be held in a German jail for five hours 
and given no opportunity to communicate with 
the United States consular authorities, demon- 
strates, &t least, more of that blundering bad 
judgment which seems to be a ruling spirit in 
Nazi officialdom.

OUR ALLY, JAPAN 
(From the Daily Oklahoman.) 

_ Had the neutrality law enacted by congress 
withheld discretionary powers from the President 
and made it mandatory for him to impose em- 
bargoes upon arms and ammunitions at the first 
overt act of belligerency, the United States today 
would be the undisputed ally of Japan. 

And if the power of action had not been left 
to the President’s discretion, the United States 
would find itself the ally of Great Britain in 
every future military adventure of the empire. 

Unquestionably, Japan can wage a prolonged 
war in northern China without importing one 
rifle or one cartridge from the United States. But 
China has no factories to fashion the implements 
Unless she can import necessary military 
equipment from abroad, she will be defeated by 
her lack of defensive armament. Hence an Amer- 
ican embargo would have a tendency to strangle 
China while inflicting no injury whatsoever upon 
Japan. Thus the invocation of our neutrality law 
by the President would be of invaluable aid to 
the military machine of the Nipponese. 

Let congress go one step farther and enact the 
widely demanded law which would require bel- 
ligerents to carry away in their own ships the 
war supplies they purchase in the United States, 
and we shall have sold a monopoly of our services 
to the great maritime powers. With a powerful 
navy and merchant marine Japan would have a 
vast advantage over China, which has neither 
navy nor merchant marine. Great Britain with 
her mighty sea power could use the United States 
as an exclusive reservoir of military supplies. The 
inevitable result of such a law would be the 
re-establishment of the conditions prevailing dur- 
ing the great war when Britain obtained what she’ 
wanted from America and excluded American 
supplies from the blockaded harbors of Germarty. 

These manifest weaknesses in our neutrality 
measures do not minimize the almost unlimited 
importance of preserving neutrality. They merely 
reveal the extreme difficulties which lie in the 
way of those who seek to prevent the horrors of 
war. They alsopintimate that the campaign to 
curb war is destined to be a prolonged campaign 
and that many failures may, mark the progress

The President, we are told, is 
bringing energetic pressure on the 
department heads to keep below 
their budget estimates. He has 
locked up $400,000,000 of depart- 
ment budget funds in reserve ac- 
counts and will refuse to release 
them except with the approval of 
the Bureau of the Budget.

In contradictoin to the theory 
that the budget of a nation is like 
that of a household, which has to 
be balanced annually, the present 
administration has gone on the 
thesis that it resembles, rather. 
the budget of a gréat industry, 
which must balance, not annual- 
ly, but over the business cycle. 
In times of depression, when pri- 
vate investment becomes cautious, 
or nearly stops altogether, it is the 
business of government to _ start 
the cycle upward. again, by 
spending its money, and it is jus- 
tified in radically unbalancing 
the budget if necessary, in order 
to do so. There are many econo- 
mists who believe that with suffi- 
cient budgetary elasticity, / the 
peaks and valleys of depressions 
can be ironed out, and such de- 
pressions as the recent one pre- 
vented altogether, by automatic 
government action, taken much 
more expeditiously than was the 
last. If, for instance, indexes

Within the last few days the 
cotton farmers, who are already 
receiving several sorts of govern- 
ment subsidies—for soil conserva- 
tion, and by the extension for an- 
other year of 3 1-2 per cent inter- 
est rates—have asked and de- 
manded a loan for the purpose of 
holding and increasing the price 
of cotton, in the face of this 
year’s extraordinary crop.

Palestine 


Problem. 

PARIS—Palestine has suddenly 
jumped to first-place importance 
in world affairs, putting even 
Spain on the other end of the vi- 


tal Mediterranean, vital both to 


Britain and Italy, in the shade. 
The Arabs have appealed to the 
rulers of neighboring countries, 
but these appeals have not met 
with encouraging results except, 
perhaps, in the case of Iraq. The 
Emir Abdullah’s attitude, the ruler 
of Transjordan, is far from clear. 
Ibn Saoud has returned an eva- 
sive reply, counselling patience, 
and so has the Imam of Yemen. 
On the other hand, Iraq, where 


Auni Bey Abdul Hadi has been |is 


busy rallying support for Pales- 
tine Arabs, has, in the person 
of its premier, expressed the ut- 
most dislike of the partition pro- 
posal and promised to do its ut- 
most to remove the “aberration.” 
Political opposition to the Emir 
Abdullah is supected to lie be- 
hind this, especially as the Iraq 
Moslem clergy are said to have 
threatened with excommunication 
anything accepting the throne of 
the new Arab state. 

Beneath all this rather bewil- 
dered controversy runs an under- 
current of hope that the pressure 
of imminent partition may yet bring 
both sides together in a last at- 
tempt to achieve a less drastic so- 
lution, based on understanding and 
co-operation, rather than perma- 
nent division. The hope is. ex- 
pressed in almost identical terms 
by moderates of both parties. The 
moderate Arabs, at least, feel that 
the door has been closed by the 
commission and that they are be- 
ing hurried along a path which 
will lead to no real solution. 
Should a suggestion come from 
outside even at this eleventh hour 
for bringing about a conference 
between world Jewry, represent- 
ed by the Jewish agency and dele- 
gates from the Arab countries of 
the Near East, one cannot help 
feeling that the Arabs would 
snatch at it. — 

A conference in which all but 
Palestine delegates were exclud- 
ed from the Arab side, appears to 
them fatally overweighted in fa- 
vor of world Jewry. But a more 
representative conference if it 
could be brought about, would 
also have the advantage of bet- 
tering the position of Jews in 
Syria, Iraq and _  “Transjordan, 
which has so sadly deteriorated as 
a result of the long: political con- 
flict in Palestine.

Such schools could be set up and 
rhandled through highway, welfare 
and postal employes without draw- 
ing into servfce extra help or ap- 
propriations. 

Manufacturers of cars should 
help toward national safety. 
Trucks should be regulated in body 
width. When a car is sold there 
should go with it traffic rules and 
regulations for safe driving. With 
national regulations, it would be 
easy to send out with every new 
car a book on how to drive safely 
on any highway.

Editor Constitution: Go into 
any Atlanta fruit store, and look 
over the stock. California has 
moved in and Georgia has moved 
out. Pears, plums, figs, apples,/c 
grapes, all from California. Grapes 
have gone up 50 ger cent, plums 
are 20 cents a dozen, and so on— 
all of which is not unexpected as 
California is some distance away, 
and the customer always pays the 
freight.. Fruit dealers say there 
is no market for homegrown fruit, 
with a few exceptions. 

Take the case of the onion—that 
delicious tuber whose popularity 
never wavers, in spite of the strong 
odor. I haven’t seen Georgia 
onions in the market this year. 
Can it be that little care is taken 
in preparing onions for sale? I 
have seen them sent to market 
just as they were pulled from the 
ground—earth, tops and all. . They 
sold as long as there were no out- 
side shipments, but Texas has 
come to us with her carefully 
groomed silver-skins, attractive to 
the eye (though short on taste) 
and the “eyes” (ayes) won, as al- 
ways, so Texas supplants Georgia 
in the onion industry. 

Time was at the turn of the cen- 
tury when every hilltop in a cer- 
tain north Georgia county was 
crowned with a blushing peach 
orchard. Peaches grown on hill- 
sides with natural drainage cannot 
be surpassed in size, color, and 
flavor. The yield was bountiful, 
but the result, in profits, was 
steady loss, so the peach growers 
of this section cut down the trees, 
and went back to their cotton and 
corn. 

We have never appreciated the 
possibilities of careful packing, 
and, worse still, have made few 
advances in the intricate art of 
marketing. When our products 
can be sold on the spot—as cotton 
and tobacco—we are tops at the 
box office, but when it comes to 
working out the details for attrac- 
tive display and advantageous 
shipment—well, that’s another

next. The Atlanta schools supply 
free to all pupils in all grades 
many books which are not furnish- 
ed under the state free textbook 
plan. 

This plan has already received 
the approval of the Atlanta Board 
of Education, of which Ed S. Cook 
is president. 


Atlanta offered a total of 179,- 
831 elementary and high school 
books to the state education de- 
partment and estimated their 
value at about $111,000. The state 
board shaved the amount to $103,- 
790.13. 

Will Give 2-Year Service. 

Atlanta’s books were purchased 
with the understanding they will 
give two years more service to 
pupils in Atlanta schools. 

Few other school systems in the 
state have 12 grades, so no 12th 
grade books were bought from At- 
lanta by the state, T. W. Clift, 
school business manager, said. 

“The books we sold the state 
are to remain right here in the 
Atlanta schools,” Dr. Penn and 
Clift pointed out. “The only dif- 
ference will be a state stamp in 
each volume to show that the state 
of Georgia is the owner of the 
book, not the city of Atlanta.” 

Catch Up With Debit. 

Sale of the texts enables the 
Atlanta system to “catch up” 
with an annual school debt. Year- 
ly, the department buys necessary 
books but for the last 10 years 
has always been one year behind 
in paying for them. The cash from 
the state will pay off the 1936 in- 
debtedness, also leaving the sys- 
tem with approximately $70,000 
with which to provide free texts 
in the future. 

C. S. Hubbard, official of the 
state school department, said the 
purchase of books from Atlanta 
“is by far the greatest single pur- 
chase” from school systems in the 
state. 

The state board agreed to buy 
books from school. systems which 
had hitherto furnished them td 
students.

Graves’ Statement 
On Picking Senator 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—(AP) 
Here is the text of the statement 
issued tonight by Governor Bibb 
Graves, of Alabama, annoupcing 
the appointment of his wife; Dixie 
Bibb Graves, to be a United 
States senator: 

_ “The duty to act on the res- 
ignation of Senator Black has 
developed on very short notice. 
In order to give the people of 
Alabama the opportunity to 
nominate and elect a successor 
to Senator Black I have ordered 
a special election to be held 
April 26, 1938. Prior to that 
time the state executive commit- 
tee can arrange for a primary 
election and for the runoff pri- 
mary if that action is necessary. 

“This is an off-year in elec- 
tions and a very large number, 
probably more than 100,000 
usual voters, have not paid their 
poll tax. Such persons cannot 
qualify to vote in a primary or 
general election held prior to 
February 1, 1938. 

“It is my desire in making an 
appointment to do so in such 
manner that it will not give any 
one candidate for the position 
any advantage in going before 
the people to present his candi- 
dacy. In appointing to fill this 
vacancy, it should be clearly 
known by the people that the 
person appointed by me will 
fill the position only until the 
Democratic party in Alabama 
can nominate a Democratic 
candidate. 

“Immediately upon the selec- 
tion of a Democratic candidate 
by the Democrats of Alabama, 
that nominee will be made the 
senator from Alabama to fill 
the unexpired term of Senator 
Black. 

“In my judgment, Dixie Bibb 
Graves is in all respects the 
best fitted to serve in this ad 
interim appointment and to car- 
ry out the policies above men- 
tioned. I am, therefore, appoint- 
ing her as senator from Ala- 
bama to. fill this position until 
the Democrats of Alabama shall 
select their senator.”

MORE DIETETIC BREVITIES. 

Olive oil, butter, animal fats, 
cream, bran, yolk of egg in the 
diet favor drainage of the gall- 


bladder and gallducts in case you 
have gallstones or chronic cholecy- 
stitis or cholangitis. But wait a 
minute. These same foods tend to 
increase pain from contractions of. 
the gallbladder if you are subject 
to colic. This is all I can tell about 
it. In general, one with chronic 
gallbladder trouble, with or with- 
out gallstones, should include a 
liberal variety of fresh vegetables, 
fresh fruits and reasonable 
amounts of oils or fats in the diet. 
There is no reason to imagine oils 
or fats cause or aggravate the 
trouble, except as above explained. 
Nor is there any foundation_for 
the quack notion that huge doses 
of oil can or will “dissolve” or 
eliminate gallstones in any case. 
The individual with chronic gall- 
bladder trouble should drink 
plenty of water, before meals, 
with meals, between meals. 
Water with meals unnecessarily 
worries many valetudinarians. The 
invalid should be guidec by his 
physician’s advice, but normal per- 
sons may take a drink of water as 
cold as they jike whenever they 
feel thirsty. A glass of cold water 
just before a meal tends to im- 
prove digestion, especially if one 
is at all thirsty. Generally the 
only health rule that — is 
that water or other verage 
should be taken as a beverage, 
never to wash down morsels of 
food. Eat when you eat and drink 
when you drink. No dunking al- 
lowed. 

The American breakfast, if it 
includes any ready-to-eat or home 
cooked cereal, is all right if there 
is no toast,-roll, bread, cake, waf- 
fle or other carbohydrate course 
in addition to the dish of cereal. 
The breakfast is all right, I mean, 
if the coffee isn’t ruined. If you 
can smell the coffee before it is 
served, it is ruined—it has been 
permitted to boil. Breakfast isn’t 
breakfast without coffee. Don’t 
bother me with your silly ques- 
tions about nerves. 

Popular idea that hot meals are 
better for health than cold meals. 
Nothing in it. I’m telling, not ar- 


guing. 

Canned food fit to eat when the 
can is first opened is still fit to 
eat next day if it stands in the 
can—it keeps as well and remains 
as wholesome in the can as _ it 
would in any other container. Any 
suggestion to the contrary is an 
alibi for poor food. 

If you crave ice cream after 
lobster, don’t let any long-faced 
wretch persuade you to forego the 
pleasure. Any conceivable mixture 
or combination of foods one fan- 
cies is perfectly healthful. 

There is so much nutriment in 
an egg, and it matters little how 
you prefer egg cooked. Suit your 
own taste always. Raw eggs are 
not so completely digestible as 
cooked eggs; some of the albumen 
of raw eggs is likely to pass 
through the alimentary tract un- 
digested; hence raw egg, if any- 
thing, is less nourishing or 
“strengthening” than egg cooked 
as you liké, Meat well done is at 
least as easily digestible as rare 
meat. Suit your own preference 
about that, too, provided the meat 
does not contain trichina or tape- 
worm larvae. Thorough cooking 
is the best safeguard against that.

would be gained.” 


Returns by Plane. 


Rickenbacker returned to New 
York by plane last night after 
flying here Wednesday night to 
act as pallbearer at the funeral 
yesterday of Lindsey Hopkins, 
Atlanta capitalist. 

Before boarding the New York 
bound plane, Captain Rickenback- 
er, quite naturally, discussed avia- 
tion, past, present and futre. He 
said: 

“It is rather uncanny to be here 
in Atlanta now and know that Fri- 
day morning I will be at my desk 
in New York. But that’s what fly- 
ing does. It makes the whole na- 
tion just one big city, or at the 
most, a state. Flying has revolu- 
tionized travel in that so much 
time can be saved and so much 
space covered.” 


Questioned on the fatal round- 
the-world flight of Amelia Ear- 
hart, the famous war ace was high 
in his praise for “Lady Lindy,” 
and for the part she had played 
in the development of aviation. 


Star in Her Line. 


“Amelia was a fine girl and 
was a star in her line. The wom- 
en of America felt a pride of 
ownership in her flying activities. 
Not that we men didn’t, but Ame- 
lia was America’s ace feminine 
flyer. She did a lot to sway mas- 
culine opinion for feminine avia- 
tion. She gave her life for avia- 
tion’s progress. Some one has to 
take the chance. It’s the progress 
of civilization. It just happens that 
the public does not realize that 
aviation has to go forward in the 
same manner as other industries 
and takes its toll of lives the sameé 
as the building of railroads, sub- 
ways, wireless, telephone and all 
other modern day modes of liv- 
ing.

U.S. ENTERS HUNT 
IN BUTCHER KILLING 


Scene of Murder Is Found in 
Government Park; Man, 
Woman Quizzed. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Aug. 
19.—(#)—Discovery of a blood- 
stained spot in Chickamauga 
National Military Park was an- 
nounced tonight by Acting Chief of 
Detectives Roy Hyatt as definitely 
placing the scene of the brutal 
slaying of James Revels, 21, on 
government property in Georgia. 

Revels’ mutilated body was 
found in beautiful Chickamauga 
creek yesterday. 

Joseph Farley, agent in charge 
of the Chattanooga office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
said there was no evidence of a 
struggle at the scene where the 


blood was found. He said the spot 
was isolated. 

Farley added that should it be 
definitely established that the kill- 
ing occurred in the federal park, 
the case would be prosecuted in 
the federal court of the northern 
Georgia district. 

Captain Hyatt said the dis- 
covery of the bloody spot in the 
park was made by a squadron of 
troops from Fort Oglethorpe, who 
had been pressed into the search 
at the request of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. Captain 
Hyatt said Chattanooga police 
were turning the case over to fed- 
eral authorities and the sheriff of 
Catoosa county, Georgia. 


Officers continued to question a 
man arrested last night. He was 
described by Hyatt as “an es- 
caped Georgia prisoner who was 
serving a term for bigamy.” 

Second Woman Held. 

A woman arrested yesterday 
was released today, Hyatt said, 
but another woman was “picked 
up for questioning.” 

The almost decapitated body of 
the young coal company laborer 
was found by a fisherman. His 
throat had been cut and there 
were numerous stab wounds in 
the body. Police said Revels had 
been dead “about three days.” 

He disappeared from his home 
here Sunday night. His burning 
automobile was found early Mon- 
day morning on the outskirts of 
Chattanooga, some distance from 
where the body was found. 

Visited Relatives. 
Hyatt said it had been estab- 


tives in Lytle, Ga., not far from 
the creek where his body was 
found, early Sunday .night. 

“We have been unable to trace 
his activities after that,” said 
Hyatt. 

Hyatt explained that a “blood- 
stained trail” down the creek bank 
had led them to believe Revels 
was slain “at some place other 
than where the body was found.” 

“We also found blood stains 
some distance from the creek, 
which furnished us with an im- 
portant clue,” said Hyatt. He de- 
clined to enlarge on this statement

side and disclose to posterity the 
clean shaven face of Lincoln be- 
fore he became President. 

“My beardless Lincoln, in the 
capitol can be chucked into a dark 
cellar anytime,” said the sculptor 


as he paced the floor of his hotel 
room, 

“But once I cut off that granite 
and show the beardless chin, it’s 
there for the world to see forever. 

“There is.a spirituality about 
Lincoln, without the beard, which 
disappears when the beard is 
shown,” he said. “I don’t want 
him to lose the spirituality, nor do 
I want him to lose the strength the 
beard adds. 

“The masses now think of Lin- 
coln with beard, and the currency 
and coins show him bearded, but l 
am more interested in what is 
thought about it all in the far dis- 
tant future.” 

Asked if he couldn’t just evade 
the issue by leaving the beard and 
perhaps having some future sculp- 
tor make a decision, he déclared. 

“If that wére done, I would turn 
over in my grave.”

Will Have Spent Total of 
$9,400,000,000: 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—(P)— 
This congress will have approprie« 
ated almost $9,400,000,000 by the 
time it knocks off its 1937 labors, 
Senator Glass, Democrat, Virginia, 
estimated today. 

He produced figures indicating 
that the outlays will be approxi- 
mately $1,290,000,000 more than 
in 1936, excluding $2,237,000,000 
bonus payment of that year. 

Counting bonus appropriation in 
the total for last year, Glass’ fig- 
ures showed the amount appro- 
priated for this year would be 
$946,910,379.59 less than in 1936. 

A senate committee estimate 
said this year’s total would be ap- 
proximately $196,131,016 less than 
the President’s budget estimates. 

But Glass reported that, since 
part of the reduction below esti- 


mates was affected by apportion- 
ment of unexpended balances, the 
net cut was actually $85,600,000. 

Glass’ figures were based on an 
estimate of $116,820,488 for the 
third deficiency pill, last big ap- 
propriation bill o the session. The 
appropriations committee, how- 
ever, increased the measure to 
$150,000,000.

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SOCIAL SECURITY 
NEEDS ‘FAR TEST 
GOVERNOR ASSERTS 


Georgia’s System To Require 
Year’s Trial, Rivers Says 


at Press Conference. 
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Georgia’s social security system, 
now in “experimental stage,” will 
not have a fair test, Governor E. 
D. Rivers declared yesterday, “un- 
til it reaches peak operation.” He 
added: 

“It may be 12 months before we 
hit our stride, but not until then 
can anyone judge accurately the 
system we have inaugurated.” 

The Governor at his press con- 
ference when questioned about 
complaints the state was not con- 
tributing sufficiently to counties’ 
administration costs, asserted: 

“Funds for administration come 
from two sources. These are the 
state and federal governments, 
which together are supposed to 
pay 90 per cent of administrative 
costs in each county, ° 

“The federal government gives 
for administration 5 per cent of 
the amount it contributes for old- 
age pensions and other benefits. 

Small at Start. 

“In the first stages, when bene- 
fits paid were comparatively few, 
this donation was small. 

“As payments increase in num- 
ber, the federal administrative 
fund likewise will increase. 

“I firmly believe that when we 
reach peak operation and are pay- 
ing the maximum number of 
benefits, there will be sufficient 
administrative money to meet the 
demands.” 

The Governor explained the 
state administrative appropriation 
was $382,500 for both state and 
county costs. He added: 

“This is separate from the pen- 
sion fund of $3,125,000, which we 
purposely set aside to be free 
from administration costs.” 

Murdaugh Cites Expenses. 

Money available, Lamar Mur- 
daugh, welfare director, declared 
is sufficient now to pay 90 per 
cent of the salary of only one wel- 
fare worker in each county. This 
requires $18,000 a month, or $216,- 
000 a year, leaving $90,0000 for 
the state costs after deduction of 
a 20 per cent general budget 
slash. 

Rivers said the rush of appli- 
cants at present places a heavy 
burden on county welfare offices 
and requires larger forces than 
will be necessary under normal 
procedure after the peak is reach- 
ed. The Governar also said: 

“The evening-up process of 
more money from the federal gov- 
ernment and a gradual lessening 
of the rush will, I firmly believe, 
leave the system in satisfactory 
operation.” 

May Seek Revision. 

Asked if he intended to call on 
the special legislature this fall for 
more administrative appropria- 
tions, Rivers replied he held no 
such plans. And added: 

“If experience proves revision 
of the system is necessary, we 
will, of course, seek this revision. 
The system is new to us and the 
operation now in experimental 
form. 

“We will not let it break down 
if we see any need of revision, 
but I believe we have a system 
which will prove adequate when 
it attains normal operation.”
